GRANT IN WASHINGTON. 



The Cynosuro of Curious Eyos — Saunter- 
ing Down tho Avenue Alone. 

IPhlladelp' ' Times.] 
Gen. Grant was t most conspicuous 
public man wuu ever liv;d in Washing- 
ton. He was known to every man. woman 
and child in the District before his namo 
was bafore tho people for the presidency. 
"While general of the army his headquart- 
ers were at tho corner of Seventeenth and 
F streets. He used to walk to and fro 
morning and evening along with the 

Srocessiou of clerks and with nothing but 
is well-worn military cloak in winterand 
tho familiar figure in summer, the cigar 
always to distinguish him from tho 
crowd. He was usually absorbed in him- 
self, and walked mechanically, though 
while going to work very rapidly. 

While president he was the same sort of 
man. He loved gnod horses dearly, and 
sometimes drove a four-in hand drag, but 
ho usually walked or took a street car. 
In either case he was always the cynosure 
of mnuy curious eyes. He had evidently 
becomo accustomed to this and paid no 
attention to it as long as people kept out 
of his way or did not force themselves 
upon his personal notice. When they 
did he was annoyed and would turn ab- 
ruptly upon his heel to escape. He al- 
ways acted on the street like any other 
privatt) citizen who wanted to be let alone. 
This was so evident that men, big and 
little, respected it, and tho president of 
the United .Slates could be seen saunter- 
ing down the crowded avenue alone. 

lie was known to have walked from 
the capitol to the White House on a 
pleasant day, ' when tho whole city wits 
out without suffering a single interrup- 
tion. Yet if he saw mon raise their hats 
to him he never failed to return the salute. 
During such a walk nearly everybody 
would stare and turn and stare again at 
hi m as he passed. He seemed to walk 
among crowds to be alone. Of late years 
ho had apparently shaken oil much of his 
taciturnity and when he visited Washing- 
ton could be seen about the Willard lobby, 
chatting with friends and listening and 
laughing at their stories, and telling stories 
of his own In return. lie mistrusted 
those who wanted to make a show of 
him, but patiently suffered the tortures of 
boredom at the greatest receptions ever 
given at the White House. When he 
took a notion to attend a dinner party ho 
went, without regard to the customary 
etkiuette of the White House, which pro- 
hibits tho president from indulging in 
such thhgs. 

His nearest personal friends attribute 
all his political and financial misfortunes 
to his obliging disposition and his blind 
confidence in human nature. Jie was 
very fond of Washington, and said ho 
always felt that he was at home when lie 
got here. It was to his encouragement 
that Washington owes her new condition 
of things. Shepherd was but the instru- 
ment to carry out the extensive system of 
improvements which have made the na- 
tional capital tho finest city in the world.

Ardent Spirits In Prussia. 

[Chicago Times.] 

Herr Oppeuheimer, British consul 
general at Frankfort, Germany, his re- 
cently made a report to the effect that tbu 
people of Prussia are among the greatest 
consumers of distilled liquors in tho 
world, lie states on the authority of the 
official records that distilled spirits wero 
sold in llii, 0UO houses in Prussia in 18t)0, 
and that the cost of the liquor at whole- 
sale was $05, 000, 000. He admits that 
few of the cultivated and wealthy people 
drink anything stronger then wine ami 
beer. But the workiugmen drink much 
much more ardent spirits than the people 
of any country except Kuasla, Denmark, 
and Sweden. He declares that tho 
lnborors of England are much more 
temperate than those of northern Ger- 
many; that tho workingmen in Prussia 
drink on an average six glasses of 
schnapps daily per bead. 

He declares on the authority of Dr. 
Baer, bead physician of the Plotzenseo 
prison, that most of the crime in Ger- 
many is primarily due to the uso of dis- 
tilled liquors. According to his estimate, 
•11 per cent, of the prisoners throughout 
the empiro aro confined for acts com- 
mitted under the influence of intoxica- 
tion. Twenty per cent, of them were 
habitunl drunkards before they were con- 
fined. An eighth of all the suicides in 
Prussia are committed by persons intoxi- 
cated. In the Prussian stales not less 
than 2,01(1 persons are treated annually 
by physicians in the employ of the gov- 
ernment lor delirium tremens.

Discovery of "Gouisnrrt." 
(Arizona Ouzetto ] 
A new tanning agent, likely to be of 
great value, has been discovered, ono 
which also has the property of addiDg 
weight to the leather. The plant is an an- 
nual, and grows upon desert and dry up- 
land soil; it is known by the Mexicans and 
Indinns as "gonagra. " The discoverer is 
a Mr. Edwards. The report states that 
the plant "has a root somewhat longer 
and more scraggy than the cultivated 
beet, though resembling it in appearance. 
Practical use demonstrated that its tan- 
ning properties were about three times as 
great as the common oak bark, and that 
in all essentials it was superior to the 
bark in the manufacture of leather. Ever 
since his fortunate- discovery Mr. Ed- 
wards has used this root in the manufac- 
ture of leather, it being delivered to him 
by the Indians for about $8 per ton, 
while oak bark costs *'Ju a ton iu San 
Francisco, and the freight h s to bo 
added. "

THE LOCATION OF "O" BATTERY. 

Our "intensely sectional" and always 
aelGsh contemporary of the British Colum- 
bian haa lashed himself into a fierce rage 
at the certain prospect of having the "C" 
battery of Canadian artillery located at 
Victoria, in accordance with tho origin al 
determination of the Canadian military 
authorities. In endeavoring to show that 
company "O" Bhould be located at Coal 
Harbor ouroxcited contemporary falsifies 
the record and appears to claim the bat- 
tery as having been designed and in- 
tended from its inception aa a sort of 
lever to raise the price of town lots in 
that embryo town. No one can possibly 
object to our speculative friend doing all 
in his power to enhance the value of Coal 
Harbor property by legitimato means; 
and if it could be ahown that ho has rea- 
son to boliavo that Battery "C" is to be 
located at a point where there is nothing 
to protect his statements would be not 
only justifiable but would bo in the 
highest degroo meritorious. But facts 
and official records are against him? 
From first to last ho is defied to 
show that any proposition to fix "C" 
battery at Coal Harbor has boon serious- 
ly entertained by the Dominion gov- 
ernment. It is true that Col. Holmes, 
in fi dispatch to Ottawa last summer, 
recommended that the battery be estab- 
lished at Coal Harbor; but several 
months subsequent to tho recoipt and 
publication of the colonel's dispatch at 
Ottawa Sir A. Caron, in bringing forward 
the estimates for tho military in the house 
of commons, moved the following: 

"Pay and maintenance of "A," "R" 
and "C" Latteries, Royal Schools of Ar- 
tillery, at Quebec, Kingston and VIC- 
TORIA, B. C, §172,700." 

This item naturally provoked consider- 
able discussion, and the minister was 
sharply questioned as to the location of 
"O" battery. Sir Adolph freely and de- 
cidedly stated that the battery would be 
eatablishol at VICTORIA as a supporting 
arm to tho Imperial forcen for the pro- 
tection of VICTORIA and (Sir Hector 
Langevin added) "ESPECIALLY ES- 
QUIMALT HARBOR." 

In order that our mainland contempor- 
ary may have no peg left him on which to 
hang a grievance we quote from Hansard, 
a copy of which he doubtless haa within 
reach and to which ho can refer atleisuro: 

Sir Richard Oartwright — Is it the in- 
tention of the government to have these 
mon who are to be stationed at VICTORIA 
instructed in tho use of torpedoes I 

Mr. Caron— Yea; that is part of our 
programme. 

Sir Richard Oartwright — Is tho hon. 
gentleman in communication with the 
imperial authorities on that point? 

Mr. Caron — Yes; wo have been for some 
time. 

Sir Richard Cartwright — Then he and 
they propose to co-onerate together so as 
to PROTECT the HARBOR of VIC- 
TORIA. If I recollect aright, tho harbor 
ia particularly defensible by the use of 
torpedoes. 

Sir Hector Langevin— Yes; AND ES- 
PECIALLY ESQUIMA.LT harbor, 

Since the above remarks woro mide 
there has never existed a doubt or ques- 
tion as to the destination of "0" Battery. 
It is not true, as insinuated by tho Co- 
lumbian, that The Colonist ever declared 
that the mainland was noi entitled to any 
military protection. What The Colonist 
said was, that with Victoria and Eaqui- 
m&lt adequately protected and defended 
the mainland would bo unassailable — 
would bo out of the reach of foreign guns 
and foreign armies. Eiquimalt is the 
key to the whole situation. With that 
point in tho hands of the enemy the 
mainland and the coal measures on the 
isla-.id might he taken at leisure. To pro- 
tect tho mainland it is necessary tint 
Esquinialt and Victoria 6hould bo irmde 
impregnable, and then our friend of the 
Columbian may "rest and be thankful" 
that no foreign f"3 can disturb liia slum- 
bers or reduce the value of hi= town low, 
The threat of the Columbian to 
watch the proceedings in connection with 
the location of the battery has no torrors 
for Sir Ad"lph Caron and Sir F. Middle- 
ton The jji'Verument obtained the vote 
with the expressed understanding that the 
battery shall be established at Victoria, 
where it may co-nperate with the impe- 
rial forces at Esquinialt It is alto- 
gether improbable that there will bo a 
change of policy for the purpose of boom- 
ing real estate at Coal H irbor. 

In tho samo article ilie C.-Iu.nbian 
indulges in an unm utterly »»>eer at 
the b'lard of trade i i this city, claim 
ing that it "unfairly tnkes tho name 
of "British Columbia " "A Dmiiel come 
to judgment !" Ir it ia unfair for the 
board of trade to adopt the name of the 
province what shall be said of our main 
land contemporary who seeks to hide 
behind tho words "British Columbian" 
its "intensely sectional" designs. If tho 
board of trade iB wrongly titled what 
sbali be said of the false colors under 
which our New Westminster friend sails 1- 

THE NEW I' ARTY. 

The young liberals of Ontario continue 
to breathe hostility to Mr. Blake for his 
ill success in leading li ia party, his un- 
bending self- importance and his vote on 
the incroased indemnity for tho long 
aeBsioti. Tho latter reason is paltry. It 
ia clumsily dovetailed with others to make 
a sulliciently damaging record of short- 
comings on the part of the leader who has 
probably done his best to snatch tho 
flower of victory from the nettle of do- 
feat. The extra indemnity is unworthy a 
moment's consideration. The moinbers 
were entitled to it and more for their 
services, and only a mean-spirited and de- 
signing person, in search of an opportu- 
nity to say something disagreeable, would 
have raised his voice in objection. The 
roal ground of tho hostility to Mr. Blake 
is his failure to oust Sir John, His pol- 
icy, as it failed of success, is objection- 
able. Had it succeeded, there would 
have been no talk of a third party, or of 
the deposition of Mr, Blake, Tho old 
law, that for a man tu bo able to com- 
mand he should first learn to obey, holds 
good in Mr, Blake's case.. He was an 
inaubordinato follower ot Mr. Mackenzie, 
full of crotchets, solf-vvilled and disa- 
greeable. Had he served Mr, Mackenzie 
as faithfully as Mr. Mackenzie has since 
served him, the liberals would have re- 
tained the confidence of tho country for a 
much longer period than thoy did. He 
has now in his turn had the gall and 
wormwood that ho forced on Mr. Macken- 
zie preaaed to his own lips, and has gone 
to Eur"opo till the "clouds roll by." Mr. 
Blake was the first to set an example of 
insubordination; his followers have 
learned their lesson only too well, and 
have practically applied their knowledge 
to their leader. 



THE HUMAN SOUL. 

An American resident of tho state of 
Nebraska profesaoa to have aeon with tho 
aid of a microscopic glass of peculiar con- 
struction a human soul at the moment it 
was taking its flight from the body of a 
patient who had just died. They aro 
always discovering wonderful things in 
America; but this soul-discovery is tho 
most wonderful of all. The writer de- 
scribes the deathbed sceno and then pro- 
ceeds to aay : 

"Then as the vapor Qathored into 
clouds, an object appeared to be form- 
ing a foot above tho body on the bed. 
Particle seemed to seek particle, as by 
some molecular attraction, until an object 
was clearly distinguishable. It seemed 
the vapory form of a man, rapidly as- 
suming more perfect shape, as pure and 
colorless as the most delicate crystal, 
There was a moment of most awful 
Btillness, and a fooling came over mo 
which I can never describe. We bent 
our eyes intently upon tho glass until, 
particle by particle, the shapely form of a 
man lay floating a foot above, moored to 
the body by a slender cord of its own for- 
mation. Tho face took the shape of that 
of tho dead man, but was beautiful in ex- 
pression; the eyes wore closed, and the 
newly-formed boim; seemed as if it were 
asleep. Presently tho cord that held it to 
the clay parted, and a gentle tremor 
passed through tho beautiful form- 
beautiful — beautiful, indoed, for every 
limb was of the moat perfect mould, such 
as earth has novor behold. The eyes of 
tho spirit opened and a ray of intelli- 
gence and of unspeakable joy passed over 
its face. It arose to a standing position 
and cast a sorrowful look at tho tenement 
of clay that lay ao still." 

Ono is not surprised to read that the 
beholder felt the earth reel beneath his 
feet and that he fell fainting to tho floor 
in a dead faint, During tho period of 
his faint tho soul must have severed the 
cord that hound it to its lata earthly tono- 
mont, for whan the man "camo to" the 
object was no longer discorniblo. 

KIEL TO BE HANGED. 



The Manitoba. Supreme Court 
Con lii in II is Sentence. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 9.— A full sitting of 
tho Manitoba court was held to-day to 
consider the hearing in the Louis Riel 
appeal case, Aftor counsels for prisoner 
and crown had addressed that body unan- 
imously confirmed tho death sentence of 
Louis Riol. Chief Justice Wallbridge. in 
his address to the counsel, said he be- 
lieved Riel to be a schemer,, working for 
his own personal selfish intereata only and 
not actuated by any desire to promoto 
the amelioration of his fellow country- 
men. 

The genoral opinion now is that tho 
sentence will be carried into effect on Fri- 
day of next week. 

FURTHER FAltTlCULAUS, 

Chicago, Sept. 9.— Tho Daily News' 
Winnipeg special saya the full court of 
Manitoba, composed of Chief Justice 
Wallbride and Justices Taylor and Kill- 
man, to-day gave judgment on Rial's case, 
disallowing the appeal and confirming tho 
death sentence passed by the Northwest 
territorial court. All held that according to 
the evidence tho jury could not come to 
any other decision than they did, and by 
dominion statute, confirmed by tho impe- 
rial parliament, the Northwest territorial 
court clearly had jurisdiction, and that 
while tho prisoner acted strangely at times, 
ho was a clever, designing man, who 
sought to advance his own intorostB by 
using the half-breeds as tools. There is 
a growing conviction in Winnipeg that 
Riel will bo hanged »:n tho 18th.

Spain Semis Request that Ger- 
many Resign all Claim. 



Berlin, Sept. 10 — Tho official gazette 
says that on August 19th the government 
received a note from Spain protesting 
against Clermany's occupation of tho Caro- 
line Islands; that Prince Bismarck's ro- 
ply was handed to the Spanish minister 
of foreign atl'airs on September 4th. In 
his reply Prince Bismarck pointed out 
that German traders who had rosided for 
many years on tho Caroline Islands, be- 
lieving the islands to bo unclaimed, had 
demanded the protection of Germany; 
such protection, tho chancellor said, would 
have neither been solicited nor granted if 
they had thought Spain claimed tho archi- 
pelago. UtBcial inquiries showed that the 
only interests represented on the islands 
wero German and British, the former 
largely predominating. In view of the 
fact that Spain had made no objection to 
Germany's note of March, 1875, in which 
Germany was justified in regarding the 
islands as ownerless, tho annexation had 
been effected in good faith and Germany 
was willing in a friendly spirit to exam- 
ine into the claims now put forth by Spain 
or to submit the matter to arbitration. 
Tho chancellor, in concluding his reply, 
said tho question W113 too trivial a ono to 
imperil tho friendship existing between 
Spain and Germany. 

Madrid, Sept. 10. — The government 
haa just dispatched a special messenger to 
Berlin with an additional note to Germany 
in regard to the serious questions at issue 
between tho two governments. Tho note 
was approved at a council of ministers 
held to-day. It requests Germany to re- 
nounce all intention of establishing a 
sovereignly over the Carolines and Bellow 
islands. Without such guarantee Spain 
must decline to give satisfaction for re- 
cent insults to the German embassy, 

Madrid, Sept. 10. — King Alfonzo pro- 
sided at a cabinet council to day. An 
elaborate answer to Germany was drawn 
up in the most friendly terms, explaining 
tho claims of Spain to the Caroline islands 
and demanding that Germany fecognizo 
thorn. :

WASHINGTON TERRITORY.

brought to t' ia city this morning, oharged 
with complicity in the massacre of Chineso 
at Squak. It appears that a regular con- 
spiracy had beon formod to drive; the 
Chinese from the Squak valley. The plan 
was first to visit tho Chineso camp at tho 
mines at Coal Creek, and then- to attack 
those in the hop fields. This plan par- 
tially failed through tho weakening of 
soino of the conspirators, and the hop 
nickers camp only was attacked. The 
camp was fired after the Chinamen wore 
driven into the brush. Most of the 
Chinamen dashed into tlio creek, besido 
which the camp was situated, and es- 
caped by wading to the other side. Fur- 
ther arrests will probably follow. No 
further trouble is apprehended, Threo 
dead and four wounded Chinr.men ar- 
rived hore this morning, 



Wyoming, wore roturned from Evanston 
by a special train to Itock Springs yester- 
day under an escort of six companies of 
United States troops, commanded by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Chipman. The Chi- 
neso will be put to work again in tho coal 
mines, under the protection of the troops. 
No trouble is apprehended at present, as 
tho white miners number less than 200. 
Four companies of troops, with a gatling 
gun, aro protecting tho Chineie miners at 
the railroad mines near Evanston. It is 
not known' how long tho mines will ba 
policed , by United State3 troops. The 
company officers aro not uiiposod to pro- 
tect coolie labor.

Speeches.

Chicago, Sept. 10. — The Daily News 
special from Winnipeg says over one 
thousand of Riol'a sympathizers, embrac- 
ing half-breeds and French Canadians, 
for twenty miles around, hold a mass 
meeting last night at St. Boniface 
Speeches wero mado by Kiel's counsol 
and prominont French rosidonts. During 
tho addresses there was intenso excite- 
mont among tho listeners, a number of 
whom shouted they would fight before 
they would see Riel hanged. Tho speak- 
ers declared the name of Riel, if ho were 
executed, would be handed down in his- 
tory as that of a martyr, while tho nameB 
of his accusers would rot in oblivion. 
Tho unity of the French in Canada was 
strongly urged in order that such pressure 
might be brought to bear at Ottawa as 
will securo a reprievo for Riel. Loniiuux, 
Riel's counsel, described a scene in the 
cell. The two little children and aged 
mother clung to the prisoner, and ho by 
ball and chain was prevented from mov- 
ing. Great indignation followed. John 
Carey, a lawyer, said if Riol hanged the 
confederation was at an end. Canada 
wanted do more of it.

EASTERN STATES. 

UiuiAN'A, 111., Sopt, 8. — Thore in 
much excitement at St. .Joseph, this 
county, over three mysterious deaths 
which have occurred within a short 
time in one family. Mr. and Mrs. 
Peabody were prominent residents, and 
Miss Belle Hasty, a. young woman of 
line character and pleasant manners, 
lived with the Peabody family, and 
was said to be engaged to young Silas 
Peabody. Y r oung Peabody's parents, 
particully his mother was opposed to 
this marriage, owing to Misa JIasty's 
poor health. On August 2d Mrs Pea- 
body died very suddenly of what ap- 
peared to be neuralgia of the stomach, 
and on August 17th Mr. Peabody died 
with tbe same symptoms. On Sopt. 1st 
Miss Hasty and young Silas Peabody 
wero takorr with the same symptoms, 
and the young lady died, while the 
young man has recovered. Since that 
time suspicion has been awakened by 
tho alleged discovery of a package of 
rat poison, pinned to an under garment 
which Miss Hasty had laid off just be- 
before her death. It is thought that 
tho latter had poisoned Mr. and Mrs. 
Peabody, with the hope of marrying 
the son, and then concluded to kill him 
and herself. On Sunday a clergymrn 
refused to preach her funeral sermon 
until the matter was cleared up. An 
investigation will be made. 

Danville, 'dll., Sept. 8. — Perry 
Whitlock, aged 28, went to the resi- 
dence of liis father in-law, E. G. Ooe, 
some miles south of Danville, and shot 
hiB wife Emily, aged 25, and her sis- 
ters Maggie and Tinchie, 28 and 22- 
respectively. He then killed himself. 
All three of the sisters are mortally 
wounded. Mr. Coo was absent from 
home wli^n the tragedy occurred. 
Whitlock had previously threatened 
to kill the whole family. He and his 
wife livedunhappily on account of his 
dissipated habits, and she recently left 
him. Whitlock came from Indian 
territory four years age, and after a 
short, acquaintance married Miss Ooe, 
against the wishes of he. i' parents. 

IRELAND 

Dublin, Sept. 8.— Archbishop Walsh 
was installed in oflice yesterday in Dublin 
Cathedral. Tho ceremonies were wit- 
nessed by tho lord mayor and corporation, 
MeRsrs. Davitt and O'Doherty, twelve 
parliamentary supporters of Parnell and a 
vast concourse of citizens. 

Tho Bank of Ireland has received 
another £500,000 from the Bank of Eng- 
land, to onablo it to meet any extra de- 
mands that may be made. 

Belfast, Sept. 10. — Tho harbor com- 
missioners gave a banquet Inst night to 
Earl Carnarvon. The earl made a speech 
in the course of which ho said it was 
time to reject sentiment and institute i i " 
Impartial soarching enquiry into tho 
relative measures of free trade and pro- 
tection. Ho had been struck by the vast 
natural resources in West Ireland that re- 
mained undeveloped owing to tho ab- 
sence of railways and market. It was 
a dolicato question whether tho govern- 
ment should aid in tho development of 
those resources, but the circumstances of 
Ireland were similar to those of colonies, 
where such aid had been given with ad- 
vantago. 

EGYPT. 

Cairo, Sept. 8. — Osman Digma was 
shot by an Arab while trying to coorco 
four Sheikhs to attack Kassala. 

Cairo, Sopt. 10. — The Indopendenee- 
Egyptienne has placarded tho walla of 
Cairo, inviting those who wish to study 
the purity of British morals to read its 
translation of tho Pall Mall Gazotto'a re- 
cent articles on London vico, 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 10. — John K. Cross, 
moinbor of parliament for Bolton, has 
started for the United States to inquiro 
into the industrial questions in connec- 
tion with tho present depression in Great 
Britain. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, Sept. 9. — It is expectod that 
the cabinet council to-day will discuss and 
approve of a reply to Germany respecting 
the Carolines affair. Gen. Lopez Do- 
minguez urges all parties to forget their 
differences and unito in defence of thoir 



country. Senor Caslellar counsels the 
opposition party to exercise prudance and 
advocates the union of tho Latin races to 
counteract the dangers of Gormany's 
colonial policy. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Sept. 10.— It is semi-oflicially 
announced that Spain had not yet replied 
to Germany's suggestion, to refer the 
Caroline question to a friendly power for 
arbitration, nor has Spain replied to Gor- 
many's domand for reparation for the in- 
sult to the Gorman embassy at Madrid. 

London, Sept. 10.— Bismarck, after a 
long discussion with members of the Ger- 
man houses having a largo Paciflc trade, 
propared plans Borne months ago for the 
occupation of Germany of the principal 
islands of tho Marshal, Pelew, Gilbert 
and Caroline groups. 



Eastern Canada iUn.il. 

(Per Northern Pacific Railway.) 

St. Catharines, Sept. 2. — Late last 
fall a man named Alexander Easterly 
and his wife mysteriously disappeared. 
At first no attention was paid to tho 
matter, but later on the friends of the 
missing parties having suspicions that 
all was not right began to search for 
them. A brother of ihe missing man, 
named Howard recently made some 
startling revelations. Ho states that 
Easterly was continually quarreling 
with his wife, and finally killed her 
and buried the body in a garden adjoin- 
ing the house which was occupied by 
thorn. Another brother named John 
appears to havo been an accomplice, 
and is now in custody. The brother 
Howard was engaged by John to as- 
sist him in removing the body of the 
unfortunate woman, and in doing this 
the brothers quarrelled, and in the af- 
fray Howard was nearly killed. The 
brother John states that Alexander 
killed his wifo and aftersvards arranged 
to commit suicide, asking John if be 
did not kill himself outright for him to 
finish the job, and that Alexander shot 
himself but did not kill himself, and 
that he (John) cut Alexander's throat 
with a razor and buried the body in 
Miller's woods. 

Upon arriving at the spot pointed 
out by Howard and digging the body 
of the woman was found buried about 
three feet from the surface. The belief 
generally is that the part of the story 
relating to the death of Alexander is 
untrue, serach having been made in 
the woods for his body without success. 
An inquest will be held. 

Kingston, Sept. 1. — There was a 
destructive fire this morning in George 
Brown's block, Princess-at. The loss is 
about §5,000, to some extent covered 
by insurance. 

Ottawa, Sept. 1. — An idea of the 
extent of the export trade in sawn tim- 
ber from the port of Ottawa alone, to 
the United States, may be gleamed 
from the official report of Col. Kebius, 
ex-Consul, furnished to his government 
for the past fiscal year. The total value 
of the exports was S2.100.520, of which 
$1,9-17,730 was sawn lumber. 

Montreal, Sept. 2. — A civil action 
for damages, and a criminal action for 
assault havo been taken at tho instance 
of Mr. A. Jacobs against Mr. Gold- 
stone, whoso reprehensible conduct in 
the Hebrew temple on Sunday last 
will likely cost the latter a nice little 
sum. 

A true bill was found yesterday 
morning by the grand jury against E. 
E. Sheppard, of the Toronto News, for 
libelling the C5th Battalton. The trial 
will commence on Tuesday. 

Bellevillk, Sept. 3. — Martin Arch- 
ibald, the victim of the Huntingdon 
fracas, is still alive. Mrs. Adams, who 
assaulted him is still at large. No com- 
plaint has been lodged against her.

Facial Peculiarities and IVliat They la, 
dlcnte — inference llotween Grou 
Organizations and Refined — 
Jt'liyglcal Developments.

Physiognomy is of jireat service in In- 
dicating some points of character.

At th>3 title Mr. ' Lincoln submitted his 
proclamation of emancipation of tho 
slaves on Jan. 1, 1868. for the considera- 
tion of the cabinet, before that time never 
having conferred with any one about the 
phraseology of tho instrument, ho read 
the document through without a single 
interruption or comment They all con- 
curred in opii.ion that it was an admir- 
able paper. Mr. Chaso then said: "Mr. 
President, you have invoked the consider- 
ate judgment of mankind, but vou have 
not invoked the blessings of Almighty 
God on your action in this mattor. i be- 
lieve He has something to do with this 
question. " 

Mr. Lincoln then said: "You are right. 
Mr. Secretary, and I most humbly thank 
you for that suggestion: it was an over- 
sight of mine. Do me the favor of taking 
a pen and paper and adding what you 
would have in conclusion. " Mr. Chase 
wrote seven words, viz.: "And the gra- 
cious fa. or of Almighty God. " Mr. Lin- 
coln then added them to the end 
of the last paragraph of tho procla- 
mation, which made the whole read as 
follows, to -wit: "And upon this act, sin- 
cerely believed to ho an act of justice, 
warranted by tho constitution upon mil- 
itary necessity, I invoke the considerate 
judgment of mankind and the gracious 
favor of Almighty God "
